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THE TEACHERS' OATH BILL 



A new bill has been filed by the Teachers' union for 
the repeal of the conlraversial Teachers' Oath Bill, which 
was sponsored by Representative Thomas A. Dorgan of 
Boston some week? ago. It will be remembered that the 
bill wa» backed ve^y strongly by the veterans' associations. 
We note that the petition was signed by Walter A. 
.5idley of 10 School street, this city, as president of the 
council of teachers' unions of the American Federation 
of Labor. We don't think that Mr, Sidley or any other 
teacher should take such open action in a matter which 
is so grave and means so much to the patriotic future of 
our state and nation. Teachers are in an important pro- 
fession and they should be proud that so much import- 
ance has been placed on their work. 

Governor Curley is right in his stand, that of a 
staunch supporTer of ihe Oath bill which provides against 
the incursions of possible communism. It was such a firm 
determination to see to it that our early American princi- 
pals were upheld, that made Calvin Coolidge president of 
these United States when he drew up the Boston police 
strikers with a short rein and made them face funda- 
mentals. It would be well for city patriots to keep this 
in mind and stay out of politics. 

The war veterans who defended this country in time 
of need made it very plain that they wanted such a bill 
and were unhesitant about backing it. We don't believe it 
is any hardship for the 40,000 school teachers of the state 
to sign a bill pledging their support to the colors. Most of 
us are willing to do that anyway, and we haven't got the 
good jobs that some of the teachers have. Those who are 
trying lo tear down this great American movement should 
be in better business. 

It was not yellow journalism which sponsored this | 
bill. The entire thought was to fortify our schools against 
what might creep in as we go farther into the social 
changes now taking place. It is not asking too much when ' 
the state requests the teachers who instruct our children 
to do their part, and be believe that most of them certain- 
ly are. 

Because a couple of leaders down Boston way wanted 
to be different and refused to sign, quitting their jobs, is 
no cause for alarm. The state and the schools can get 
along without men who refuse to co-operate. 

Shall we make a political football out of the schools? 
Is that what some elements are seeking to do? Let us get 
back to the methods which have made our schools the 
best in the state and country. We don't need unions to 
tell us how to do it now. 

We admire Representative Dorgan's comment on the 
matter of the repeal of his bill when he says: "They'll 
never get away with it!"

Tha 
wide spread of Socialistic and Com- 
munistic propaganda in such a grei.t 
number of .\p'.crican coHt" and uni- 
versities, something which has boei 
openly boa.sted of and proclaimed, his 
at least begun to bear its normal fruit.

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"The principles and tradlticme 
which have made MasaachUBetts 
honored througrhout the nation 
have been transgressed and defiled," 
declared Bishop Wlllhim I.^\vr«nce 
in a public address lasrt. week, and 
this very accurate diagnosis of the! 
situation, emanatingr from such a' 
source, may serve as a clarion call 
to our Massachusetts oltizenship. 
This declaration is not the Judgment 
of a political opponent o^ the present 
official regime of the common 
wealth, nor is it the characterization 
of a publlclty-seoklng:, chronic critic 
of g-ovemment in general. On the) 
contrary, It Is an honest and con- I 
Boientious estimate of the situation 
by a higrhly respected and normally 
conservative ecclesiast. It is a 
slg-niflcant portrayal of an actual 
picture which the electorate of this 
state has been rather slow to g-rasp, 
and for which some of oiir so-called 
"best citizens" have been too ready 
to be apologetic. 

Standards of offlclal servlco in 
Massachusetts have been deteriorat- 
ing for some time pa,st, but very 
notably during the past year.

circumstances that do not set well 
on the public stomach; we have 
seen, as Bishop I,avvren<!o has in- 
dicated, "the leadership of the state 
In matters of education weakened 
in organization and morale"; we 
have. In fact, seen the interests of 
the commonwealth .sacrlflccd to 
politics — not party politics, either, 
but personal politics. 

It is doubtful if offlclal standards 
In this state ever were at a lower 
ebb. Such a situation demands not 
only the thoughtful consideration 
but also definite, practical action by 
all citizens of the commonwealth. 
Irrespective of party alignments. 
Let us prepare to clean house next 
Fall!

one of the associate corporators of 
the Greylock Park association foi ra- 
ed in IS80. This association bought 
400 acres on the summit to preserve 
the forest and built a ^a^l^ee road 
which later oecame a toll >oad ^ 
carge of 25 cents per horse being 
made for teams. 

For many years the late Francis W. 
Rockwell of Plttsfield. who preceded 
Mr Sperry as chairman, wrote the an- 
nual Greylock reports, which contain 
many fact.s of interest about the 
mountain. These reports contain num- 
erous references to Mr .Sperry. in 
3911 Mr Rockwell wrote: "Mr bperry 
has for several years paid off the men 
in addition to his other duties, which 
reciuire a great deal of time and pa- 
tience. "Again for the year 1921 Mr 
Rockwell wrote: "This year but one 
forest fire occurred. It was seen by 
Mr Sperry from the summit. Men 
went down from the top of Greylock 
to extinguish the fire and found the , 
tire warden with a party of men. It ^ 
was put out." .1 

It is pcssible that with the opening 
of the 1936 season on Greylock em- 
ployes will be paid oft by checks from 
the office of Mrs Angeline S. Martin, 
county treasurer, and distributed 
through James Martin, superinten- 
dent, who makes a weekly trip to 
Adams for supplies. For years Mr 
Sperry felt that his week's work nev- 
vrr was completed until he had climb- 
E .the mountain and paid off the men 
in person. .At the conclusion of an] 
appreciative editorial on Mr Sperry 
James A. Hardman, of the North 
Adams Transcript, said Tuesday: 

"He found a challenge in a .lob that 
would have been utterly unattractive 
to many men and that most men en- 
cumbered with it would have treated 
casually. The job found in him a 
person uncommonly well equipped by 
interest, bv Instincts and by Impulses 
to meet the challenge faithfully and 
well Here was the rare and admira- 
ble combination of just the right man 
in just the right Job. The result ha.s 
been a public service of length and 
quality that is not likely soon to be 
equalled." 

The large number of grand jury In- 
dictments handed down this week di-

would be six months, he wouia oe 
serving his sentence. Expense would 
be saved the county and most Judges 
would be lenient rather than severe 
in the imposition of that sentence. In 
Hampden county a number of culprits 
have taken advantage of this law, but 
none so far In Berkshire county. A 
generation ago Bei-kshlre grand Jur- 
ies returned from 40 to 50 true bills

This Luce 
announcement, with the 
decision of Sinclair 
Weeks to take a straight 
line for the United States 
Senate, ignoring and skip- 
ping all way stations; 
and with the prospect 
that Richard M. Russell will jump into the gov- 
ernorship fight; and the flurry over Marcus 
Coolidge, which reminded many that he is a 
member of the Senate of the United States, and 
the eruptions in the state department of educa- 
tion- these all sum up a week of some excite- 
ment. Yet the statement by Robert Luce seem? 
to us to be the most interesting, and for this 

reason: 

The most important arena of government tor 
the next few years is to be the Congress. Mr. 
Luce is an able, scholariy, sincere, incorruptible 
man who long represented his district— and 
Piore— in the House and who was retired there- 
from through no defect in his record but under 
the spell of New Deal enthusiasm which swept 
many Republicans from public office. 

Republicans hope to defeat Mr. Roosevelt foi 
'reelection. Their chances of doing so do not 
' yet appear to be very bright, despite the demon- 
strated sag in the Roosevelt popularity. The 
Republicans may win, but it is not yet indicated 
how nor with what candidate. However, if they 
do not win the Presidency, they have an excel- 
lent chance to gain largely in the House of 
Representatives. 

That body is of all the agencies of our dem- 
ocratic government most quickly responsive to 
changes in public sentiment. It is in that arena 
that the rising tide of anti-Rooseveltism will be 
most manifest next Fall. Mr. Roosevelt haf, 
strong personal appeal, he offers drama and per- 
suasiveness. He will be supported, first by those 
who still swear by him through thick and thin. 
He will be vigorously opposed by those who 
swear at him. In between these two extremes 



Shift in Control 

When these uncertain voters come to choos- 
ing their representatives in the national House, 
they will be more definite. They will, in d.stnc 
after district, vote for Republicans. We hear it 
said time and again: "Well, Roosevelt will have 
another term, I guess, but he will have a differ- 
ent kind of Congress to deal with." Republican 
leaders do not much like that kind of talk, which 
savors of defeatism; but it is common, and it 
probably represents a gradually growing senti- 
ment which is that the Republicans can come 
Sose to getting control, either by numerical 
superiority or through coalition with anti-New 
Deal Democrats, of the next Congress in its 
lower branch. 

Therefore, the re-entry of so strong a legis- 
lator as Mr. Luce is an item of prime political 
'importance to Massachusetts-and to the nation^ 
If there is to be a reaction against the vagaries 
of the New Deal, and if this reaction (which ap- 
pears manifest) is to be translated into acts and 
achievements, this change in the conduct and 
significances of our national government can find 
its expression and victories through the legis- 
lative branch. And it thus becomes of impor- 
tance that as many proved and experienced men 
as possible find seats in that body. 

That there is imminent a swing towards 
greater regard for and more hopeful expecta- 
tions from Congress, is evident. This country 
,has been passing through a considerable period 
;of growing disrespect for that body. It has 
I been the butt of jokesters and the objective of 
I virulent attack. It has too often been spineless 
: reckless, subservient and futile. It has earned 
;, good deal of the Ignominy that has come upon 
i ,. As a natural consequence of this faltering 
I in prestige, the executive branch has grown m 
public regard. Franklin D. Roosevelt did not 
invent nor initiate this change. It began long 
before him. 

Throughout the world we have seen the 
power and the popularity of legislative branches 
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of government decline; hence Lenin and Stalin 
and Mussolini and Hitler. The call was for 
"strong men." Democracy, which is simply 
government continuously and definitely in the 
hands of the people, has lost some degree of 
authority. 

In this country we have seen the same 
tendency- -not due to Franklin Roosevelt'.^ 
assertiveness, but due to deeper and less per- 
sonal influences. President Roosevelt has mere- 
ly taken a state of mind he found and utilized 
it for the advancement of his own ideas. 

Now we see the signs of a wide reaction 
against this autocratic power. We are learning 
all over again what the founders of this Repub- 
lic had 'earned from their immediate experience 
of government in their time. They laid all em- 
phasis on the legislative side of the governniont. 
placing the Congress ahead of the President in 
framing the structure of the Constitutior.. They 
distrusted too great executive power - and with j 
good reason, against the background of their era. j 

The legislative side of government is due fot j 
r. comeback. That is so, we believe, everywhere. ; 
Only in this country of ours has it the quick I 
opportunity to make itself effective. * 

In observing these phenomena it is not neces- , 
sary to impugn the motives of Mr. Roosevelt, I 

j though some do so. The real issue or considera- 
tion is not one of personality, but is one of prin- 

il ciple or method. Reading between the lines of 
current and often intemperate political discus- 1 
."lion one may sense this changing public attitude 
towards government. Comparatively few per- 
sons, it may be, analyze and judge on the piiiely 
impcrsona! basis: few may undertake in their 
own minds to differentiate between the essential 
virtues or defects of one or another kind of gov- 
ernment; it is the commoner way to make per- 
sonal applications, to aim at an indi\idual rather 
than at a philosophy of government. 

It is so now; but in the considerable chorus 
of attack on the President's New Deal there is 
!i highly significant undercurrent of instinctive 
objection to the present school of concentration 
of autliority and exploitation of, rathei- than co- 
operation with, the Congress. , 

His Proven Statesmanship \ 

The prosijcct is that Mr. Luce will be elected j 
to his old seat. We believe he is the kind of a ! 
man needed in Congress — not because he is a 
Republican, but because he is a thorough stu- 
dent of government, because he has had a lon^ ' 
find rich experience in legislation, and because , 
he represents tested and proven statesmanship. | 

He will be elected, we believe, whoever op- 1 
po.ses him. The likelihood is that his opponent I 
will not be the present incumbent; but if this 
likelihood is upset by fact, and Congressman,! 
Russell chooses to run again, we still believe 
Mr. Luce will win. No other Democrat of the 
district need be greatly feared by Mr. Luce. 

There arc other Republicans who might seek 
election to Mr. Russell's seat, and they command 
respect. Yet we doubt if any of them can ap- 
proach the contest with so ample material for 
success as Mr. Luce. 

Sinclair Weeks, whose decision has been to 
seek the Republican nomination for the Senate, 



thus coming into rivalry for that nomination 
with former Senator Cavanaugh and Represent- 
ative Henry Cabot Lodge, occupies a position 
unique in current politics. Like any man he 
faces a possible choice between dedicating his 
life to public service — the polite name for poli- 
tics — and devoting it to private business. Un- 
like most men facing that choice, he is not great- 
ly excited nor deeply concerned over the pos- 
sible consequences. That, we may suppose, is 
the reason for his decision to seek the Senate 
now, instead of approaching it by the slower 
route via the House of Representatives. 

The obvious strategy, if he were determined 
to make his life one of political activity, would 
have been to seek the Congressional seat, which 
he probably could have won without much diffi- 
culty. Mr. Luce has made it plain that had Mr. 
Weeks chosen to be a candidate for the House, 
he, Mr. Luce, would not have opposed him. 
None other could have done so successfully. 
This must have been quite clear to Mr. Weeks; 
in spite of which, he has made his choice 
otherwise. 

Now, if his life's happiness depended on his 
/ remaining in pubUc life, if it were essential for 
his peace of mind or his personal welfare that 
! he continue to hold public office, then he must 
have chosen the slower route, via the House; 
We may assume that he took the shorter hut 
more precarious route because he ha,d weighed 
all the chances, and had made up his mind that 
inasmuch as public ofiice holding was not essen- 
tial for his future, he would try for the ofiice 
he would really like lo hold — and abide by the 
consequences. He has important business re- 
sponsibilities, and if he should fall short in this 
venture towards the Senate, he could without 
too severe a wrench follow the business rather 
than the political route. 

An Enviable Record 

This is not to say or to imply that a lack of 
success in his present candidacy would remove 
him permanently from politics. He has shown 
pn unusual capacity for government, has built 
up an enviable record for ability and strai[,ht 
thinking, and his qualities will remain, whatever 
tlie outcome of this contest, powerful assets of 
which his party is certain to make use. Yet it 
is the fad, that a man who felt that his life 
must inevitably follow a road of political victory 
or else collapse, would have chosen the other 
route. 

The reasons Mr. Weeks would be politically 
safer in a candidacy for the House instead of 
the Senate arc two. One is that in seeking the , 
House nomination he would be unlikely to en- 
counter any serious opposition within his own 
party. The nomination would be his "on a plat- 
tpr." The other is. that seeking the House he' 
would be making his appeal for votes to his 
neighbors the voters of his own district, who 
know him. 

Howevei'. in seeking the state-wide Senate 
nomination, his rivals for that honor are also 
restricted in their fame. Messrs. Cavanaugh I 
p.nd Lodge, strong within limited areas where j 
they have already faced the voters successfully (^- 
ii. the past, lack state-wide acquaintance. The 
three men thus stnrt on a reasonably fair foot- i 
inc. Mr Cavr.naugh hns a very considerable I 



knowledge of roli^ics and government, and offers 
arappeal which may prove very strong. 

Mr Lodge, himself lacking state-wide ac- 
nuafntance may claim such contacts by virtue 
Srirgrandfather's name. Certainly the name 
I H^nrv Cabot Lodge has been across this old 
'ife a eood many times; and on the foundatu n 
of that name this young man has built an im- 
pressive record of personal usefulness in the' 
Stature. Mr. Weeks also e-nes a n^me 
known everywhere in Massachusetts. Few Mas 
'achusetts men have figured larger in the pubhc 
eye than John Wingate Weeks.

Governor Curley said at the 
time that he had evidence sports- 
men of the Cape Cod district were 
favorable to Mr. Hehir. The chief 
executive may have been tipped to 
the fact tha'.an offensive and de- 
fensive alliance exists between 
Mr. Hehir and Al Barnes of Fal- 
mouth, another candidate for the 
position, in which cither will suii- 
port the ether in case of doubt in 
the mind of Governor Curley. 

In view of the fact that the term

I OLD AGE PENSIONS 



Brockton Legislator 
Believes Bill May Pass 

Declaring that his new state lottery bill will provide ample | 

funds for old age pensions, Rep. John J. Whalen of Brockton, yes- j 

lerday drew tight the lines of battle in the legislature to have it 

enacted this session. \ 

The measure is the same as the one he introduced last year j 

' but which suffered defeat after it was opposed vigorously by ' 

Cardinal O'Conncll and a legislative group. 

The Brockton solon now believes 



that the bill has a good chance of 
passing. In an Interview he ex- 
plained the setup and how it would | 
benefit the state, the aged, busi- 
ness men and reduce taxation. 

"The state suhHcription fund, or 
lottery, as it can be called, was 
Introduced by me .solely lo r.iine 
funds fnr a^'d pcrMni-i in Massa- 
ehusi'lt^ under the old age pension 
law," Itei>rcsrlativnc \\ halcn said. 

"The lyPclsIature passed » pen. i 
nlon law in l!>:in but provided no 
method of gelling the necessary 
cash. 

ONLY I'KNSIONS SMALL 

•'In every cnnimunity in our 
st«t« there are many aged en- 
titled Id pensions under the law 
but who are not gettins them. If 
they do gel any it amounts to 
four or fi\p dollars. How can they 
li\i" c'lmfcirtably on that? 

"If enacted, mv bill would con- 
friluile 24 millions annually 
towards the old age pension law."" 
The proposed statute would pro- 
vide for an administrative board 
composed of the state treasurer, 
state auditor and attorney-general, 
or a board named by the governor, 
he explained. 

"Tickets for the lottery would 
be sold for r>fl cents each and 
drn wines would bfi held monthly. 
The largest citv In each county 
would have branch offices. City 
or town rjcr'is and .assessors 
would have charge of distribu- 
tion of tIeUets In their r<'s\H'ctive 
lo( alities. 

"Required personnel would pro- 
vide Jol>s for 15,(HK1, which Is in 
line with the governor's work and 
wages program. - 

"Prawlngs would be pnbllc and 
would be held on the first of c\- 
ery month In the Gardner Audi- 
torium. PrlTCs would be as fol- 
lows: Capital prize. .<.50,00fl; sec- 
ond. $28,000; third, .Sl^.OOO; fottrth, 
iSfioon: fifth, s.liMKi, and loo prizes 
of .$1000 cash."

Under the banking act of 19.35;

It. shall con- 
sist ot seven, instead of six active 
members, and will exclude the Sec- 
letary of the Treasury and comp- 
troller of the currency who former- 
ly served ex-officio. 

The President, in making the se- i 
lection, "shall have due regard to ^ 
I a fair representation of the fi- 
nancial, agricultural, industrial 
and coinnnerclal Interests of the 
I country."

Boston's first real snowstorm 
of the winter left a fall of 2H 
inches over this area yesterday 
before It turned to sleet and 
rain, leaving streets and high- 
ways glazed with ice. 

A score of accidents in the city 
last night resulted from slippery i 
streets. Two Cambridge chll- i 
dren were Injured when they | 
were struck by automobiles while [ 
coasting. j 

More snow and colder i.s the | 
forecast for today. j 

In Fltchburg and other parts 
of the state snowfalls as high i 
as six Inches were reported and 
at Grafton, N. Y., just across the 
Massachusetts line, the fall was 
16 Inches. Several New Hamp- 
shire points reported a six-inch 
fall and Portland, Me,, four 
Inches. 

The storm brought this city 
nearly twice as much snow as 
had fallen previously this season. 
Until yesterday the official snow- 
Jail had been placed at 1% 
Inches. 

STREETS GLARE ICE 

Streets and highways were almost 
Impassable last night as tiie .sleci, 
and rain froze where it fell, mak- 
ing the .surfaces glare ice. There 
were numerous minor accidents a.s 
cars ."ikidded and bumped, but none 
cftvislng sprioiis damage was re- 
ported. Motorists, realizing the 
danger, crept along at snail's pace 
and avoided trouble.

In New Hampshire the storm Ini- | 
proved the outlook for winter sports 
enthusiasts by leaving deep snow on 
the aki trails, but authorities of the 
various towns were bu.silv engaged 
in getting main roads open. Last 
night it was announced that all im- 
portant roads would be ready for 
traffic tomorrow, but that many side 
roads were drifted in. 

The storm, varying from snow (o 
sleet to rain, continued throughout 
the day. Dry snow fell spasmodically 
from 6:15 A. M. to 7:30 A. M., from 
7:50 A. M. to 8:05 A. M., from 9:30 
A. M. to 2 P. M. Then, until 2:40 P 
M. the snow was moist and heavy, 
followed by a short interval of snow 
and rain combined. Sleet replaced 
the snow for a few minutes, and 
finally, from 3:05 to 7:50 the storm 
was fine rain and mist, which iced 
highways and windshields, making 
traffic doubly hazardous. 

With the anance commission in- 
vestigation of snow removal con- 
tracts and the purchase of snow re- 
moval equipment still in progre.ss, 
city oiScials watched the progress 
of the storm with some trepidation. 
Mayor Mansfield conferred during 
the afternoon with his department 
heads, and was assured by Chris- 
topher Carven, public works com- 
missioner, that 200 men were al- 
ready at work clearing snow from 
the streets. 

185 PLOWS READY 
The commissioner said he was 
holding 185, snow plows in readiness, 
and would put them to work if the 
snow reached a depth of three 
inches, later in the day the plow.s 
were ordered out, a service costing 
the city $900 an hour. 

For the first time in the history 
of Boston, snow .shovelers were 
called to work by radio. In order 
to mobilize the workers quickly, po- 
lice cruising cars were notified to 
have the men assemble at the city 
garages for orders. 

E. Mark Sullivan, chairman of 
the finance commission, exchanged 
compliments with the mayor over 
the snow situation. When asked 
whether the investigation now going 
on would delay purchase of neces- 
sary snow removal equipment, Sulli- 
van said any delay was attributable 
to Mayor Mansfield for refusing to 
carry out the commls.sion's recom- 
mendations. 

"Wc are not Interested in snow 
removal. It is dirt removal we're 
concerned about," he said. 

The mayor declined to comment 
on this statement, other than to ac-

ih.?"^ ^^?'-'^ ^^^^ ^S° ^he mere thought 
that President Roosevelt could be deprived 
Of a second term was preposterous. So 
overwhelming had been the irtdorsement 
given his policies m the 1934 election that 
■It was inconceivable that any Republican 
would stand a chance against him. The 
jhnal returns in the Literary Digest poll 
I however, have disclosed an amazing shift 
I olides sentiment against these same 

While it is true that the poll was not a 
straw vote of Roosevelt against a soeclfic 
opponent, it was sufficiently definite to 
demonstrate a general trend, just as the 
numerous special and municipal elections 
ast fall in Mas.sachusetts di.sclosed a risinK 
tide of hostility toward Democratic rule on 
Beacon Hill. At least, the Democrats can- 
not possibly find any consolation in these 
islgns. 

A study of the Literary Digest poll will 
disclose that it is even worse from a Demo- 
cratic point of view than the aggregate re- 
sult of 62.66 per cent, against the Roosevelt 
policies to 37.34 per cent, in favor of them 
might indicate. 

Conceding him the electoral votes of all 
the 26 states that polled from 40 per cent. 
up in favor of the Roosevelt policies, he has 
only 261 votes and he must get 266 votes to 
be re-elected. A subsequent test in a straw 
vote between Roosevelt and the Republican 
nominee will be more conclusive, of counse- 
but on the basis of the current poll the 
Republican presidential nomination will be 
worth having. 

Of course, a Republican presidential can- 
didate always has a chance in Mas.sachu- 
splUs. Even in 1932, Roo.sevelt carried this 
commonwealth by only 63,000 votes, which is 
little more than 3 per cent, of the aggregate 
vote. The Literary Digest poll shows Mas.sa- 
chusetts to be 80.11 per cent, to 19.89 per 
cent, against his policies now. 

OBVIOUS STRATEGY 
In the approaching election campaign 
the obvious strategy of Go v. Curl ey will be 
to .seelc to separate the social security legis- 
lation from the general New Deal policies 
and make his fight for the United States 
Senate along that line. This is easier said 
than done, because it will involve repudi- 
ating the President on many of his Im- 
portant Issues. 

In the liglit of the Literary Digest returns 
it is hardly po.s.sible that Roo.sevclt can carr.v 
Ma.s.sachusetts again. Gov. Curley has done 
nothing to make himself a more appealing 
candidate than he was in 1934 and thi;? 
time he will not have the magnetic name 
of Senator Walsh on the ballot to attract 
voters to the polls. 

Frankly, the outlook at the moment Is 
for a complete Republican sweep In Massa- 
chusetts. The prospects are much "too 
bright with the election so far In the future 
There now Is considerable justification for 
the belief of many Republicans that any 
Republican can be elected Governor or 
senator this time. 



That is the reason why there will be a 
swarm of candidates in the field within the 
next few weeks for the various Republican 
state ticket places. Among those due is 
Di.st.-Atty, Edmund R. Dewing of Norfolk 
and Plymouth counties for attorney-general 
iand from the House comes word that Repre- 
sentative William E. Kirkpatrick of Holyoke 
will seek the nomination for Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

If Kirkpatrick does get into the fight hia 
candidacy is not likely to be genuine, but 
po.ssibly one designed to stop former State' 
Treasurer John W. Haigis of Greenfield In 
hi.s quest for the nomination for Governor.. 
Although Kirkpatrick is an enrolled Repub- 
lican, he was elected to the Hou.sc in 1932 
as a Democrat after having lost the Repub- 
lican nomination in the primary election. 
SET-OFF TO MORIARTY 
As a candidate for the indorsement of 
the Republican pre-primary convention fori 
Lieutenant-Governor. Kirkpatrick's dele- 
, gates hardly would be in there voting for 
Haigis as the nominee for Governor He is 
j suppo.sed to be in there to act as a set-off 
I to Dist.-Atty. Thomas F. Moriarty of the 
western district as the Democratic candidate 
for Lieutenant-Governor. 

Gov. Curley will have no time for politics 
these next few days becau.se his budget 
message is due to be filed in the House 
before midnight Wednesday. Expenditures 
for 1935 broke all records with a budget for 
$62,000,000 and a bond issue for $13 000 000 
He said the other day that the 1936 budget 
would be larger than last vear's. 

A con.siderable amount of these addi- 
tional expenditures was absorbed last vear 
by the new revenue that was obtained from 
hquor excises and the horse and dog races 
The.se sources of revenue again will be 
available this year: nevertheless, the budget 
message again will ask for the Imposition 
of the 10 per cent, surtax on incomes that 
was enacted at the last legislative ses.sion

Boston's first real snowstorm 
of the winter left a fall of 2\i 
inches over this area yesterday 
before it turned to sleet and 
rain, leaving streets and high- 
ways glazed with ice. j 

A score of accidents in the city 
last night resulted from slippery ] 
streets. Two Cambridge chil- j 
riren were Injured when they \ 
were struck by automobiles while j 
coasting. j 

More snow and colder is the j 
forecast for today. j 

In Fltchburg and other parts 
of the state snowfalls as high i 
as six Inches were reported and 
at Grafton, N. Y., just across the 
Massachusetts line, the fall was 
16 Inches. Several New Hamp- 
shire points reported a six-inch 
fall and Portland, Me., four 
Inches. 

The storm brought this city 
nearly twice as much snow as 
had fallen previously this season. 
Until yesterday the official snow- 
fall had been placed at 1% 
Inches. 

STREETS GLARE ICE 

Streets and highway.^ were almo.st 
Impassable last night as the sleet 
»nd rain froze where it fell, mak- 
ing the surfaces glare ice. There 
were numerous minor accidents a.s 
cars .skidded and bumped, but none 
causing serious damage whs re- 
ported. Motorists, realizing tlie 
danger, crept along at snail's pace 
and avoided trouble.

In New Hampshire the storm Im- ) 
proved the outlook for winter sports 
enthusiasts by leaving deep snow on 
the .ski trails, but authorities of the 
various towns were bu.'^ilv engaged 
in getting main roads open, Last 
night it was announced that all im- 
portant roads would be ready for 
traffic tomorrow, but that many side 
roads were drifted in. 

The storm, varying from snow io 
sleet to rain, continued throughout 
the day. Dry snow fell spasmodically 
from 6; 15 A. M. to 7;30 A. M„ from 
7:50 A. M. to 8:05 A. M., from 9:30 
A. M. to 2 P. M. Then, until 2:40 P 
M. the snow was moist and heavy, 
followed by a short inter val of snow 
and rain combined. Sleet replaced 
the snow for a few minutes, and 
finallv, from 3:05 to 7:50 the storm 
was fine rain and mist, which iced 
highways and windshields, malilng 
traffic doubly hazardous. 

With the finance commission in- 
vestigation of snow removal con- 
tracts and the purchase of snow re- 
moval equipment still in progress, 
city officials watched the progress 
of the storm with some trepidation. 
Mayor Mansfield conferred during 
the afternoon with his department 
heads, and was assured by Chris- 
topher Carven, public works com- 
missioner, that 200 men were al- 
ready at woric clearing snow from 
the streets. 

185 PLOWS READY 
The commissioner said he was 
holding 185, snow plows in readiness, 
and would put them to work if the 
.snow reached a depth of three 
inches. Later in the day the plows 
were ordered out, a service costing 
the city $900 an hour. 

For the first time in the history 
of Boston, snow .shovelers were 
called to worli by radio. In order 
to mobilize the workers quickly, po- 
lice cruising cars were notified to 
have the men assemble at the city 
garages for orders. 

E. Mark Sullivan, chairman of 
the finance commission, exchanged 
compliments with the mayor over 
the snow situation. When asked 
whether the investigation now going 
on wouM delay purchase of ncces- 
,sary snow removal equipment, Sulli- 
van said any delay was attributable 
to Mayor Mansfield for refusing to 
carry out the commission's recom- 
mendations. 

"Wc are not interested in snow 
removal. It is dirt removal we're 
concerned about," he said. 

The mayor declined to comment 
on this statement, other than to ac- 
cuse Sullivan of failing to "observe 
the proprieties." 

One result or the .storm was to 
halt work on the sidewalk projects 
In the state, leaving gaping excava- 
tions alongside highways as an addi- 
tional menace to traffic and a handi- 
cap to efficient plowing of the af- 
fected thoroughfares.

and struck an electric light pole. 
The Governor was not in the car 
at the time. The S-1 was driven 
by Joseph Fucillo of 19 Fleet street.

Boston, Neither was hurt. 

After this accident three police- 
men who were sent to the hill were 
injured when they slipped and fell 
while untangling a traffic jam.

The 
nnal returns in the Literary Digest poll 
however, have disclosed an amazing shift 
In public sentiment against these same 

I policies. 

While it is true that the poll was not a 
straw vote of Roosevelt against a specific 
opponent, it was suflficiently definite to 
demonstrate a general trend, just as the 
numerous special and municipal elections 
last fall In Ma.s.sachu.setts dl.sclosed a rlsine 
tide of hostility toward Democratic rule on 
Beacon Hill. At least, the Democrats can- 
not possibly find any con,solatlon in these 
I signs. 

A study of the Literary Digest poll will 
disclose that it is even wonse from a Demo- 
cratic point of view than the aggregate re- 
sult of 62.66 per cent, against the Rooseve't 
policies to 37.34 per cent, in favor of them 
might indicate. 

Conceding him the electoral votes of all 
the 26 states that polled from 40 per c?nt 
up in favor of the Roosevelt policies, he has 
only 261 votes and he must get 266 votes to 
<be re-elected. A subsequent test in a straw 
vote between Roo.sevelt and the Republican 
nominee will be more conclusive, of course- 
but on the basi.s of the current poll the 
Republican presidential nomination will be 
worth having. 

Of course, a Republican presidential can- 
didate always has a chance in Mas.<!achu- 
selts. Even in 1932, Roosevelt carried this 
commonwealth by only 63,000 votes, which is 
little more than 3 per cent, of the aggregate 
vote. The Literary Digest poll shows Massa- 
chusetts to be 80.11 per cent, to 19.89 per 
cent, against his policies now. 

OBVIOUS STRATEGY 
In the approaching election campaign 
the obvious strategy of Go v. Curl ey will be 
to .-seek to separate the sociaTIFcurity legis- 
lation from the general New Deal policies 
and make his fight for the United States 
Senate along that line. This is easier said 
than done, because it will Involve repudi- 
ating the President on many of his im- 
portant i.ssues. 

In the light of the Literary Digest returns 
it is hardly po.s.slble that Roosevelt can carry 
Ma.ssachusetts again. Gov. Curley has done 
nothing to make himself a more" appealing 
candidate than he was in 1934 and thl.'? 
time he will not have the magnetic name 
of Senator Walsh on the ballot to attract 
voters to the polls. 

Frankly, the outlook at the moment is 
for a complete Republican sweep in Massa- 
chusetts. The prospects are much too 
bright with the election .so far in the future 
There now is considerable justification for 
the belief of many Republicans that any 
Republican can be elected Governor or 
senator this time. 



That is the reason why there will be a 
swarm of candidates in the field within the 
next few weeks for the various Republican 
state ticket places. Among those due is 
Dist.-Atty. Edmund R. Dewing of Norfolk 
and Plymouth counties for attorney-general 
and from the House comes word that Repre- 
sentative William E. Kirkpatrick of Holyoke 
will seek the nomination for Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

If Kirkpatrick does get into the fight hia 
candidacy is not likely to be genuine, but 
po.<«ibly one designed to stop former State 
Treasurer John W. Halgis of Greenfield In 
his quest for the nomination for Governor . 
Although Kirkpatrick is an enrolled Repub- 
lican, he was elected to the House in 1932 
as a Democrat after having lost the Repub- 
lican nomination in the primary election. 
SET-OFF TO MORIARTY 
As a candidate for the indorsement of 
the Republican pre-primary convention fori 
Lieutenant-Governor. Kirkpatrick's dele- 
gates hardly would be in there voting for 
Haigis as the nominee for Governor He is 
suppo,sed to be in there to act as a set-off 
to Dist.-Atty. Thomas F. Moriarty of the 
western district as the Democratic candidate 
for Lieutenant-Governor.

It was this situation which caused the Board of Parole here 
to obtain authority to keep men in prison beyond the minimum 
sentence. Public opinion strongly favored the stricter applica- 
tion of parole rules. , .. . j . 

Therefore, in considering a petition for parole the board has 
first sought to decide whether a prisoner is a good "risk" or not. 
If he has no seriously damaging criminal record he will be pa- 
roled. But if he has served time previously for crimes of violence 
or has been a persistent swindler he will not be released because

NEED ISOLATED ISLAND PRISON 

There is no definite means of knowing just how many men, 
released on parole, return to criminal ways. From some records 
paroled convict, make a good showing. But, gangsters, burglars, 
sneak thieves, and holdup men are not easily reformed The 
records may show no further arrests but many men of this type 
can avoid the police for years though active in criminal ways. 
Ihere is no doubt of public sentiment in the whole matter 
of pardons and paroles. The average citizen thinks this is vastly 
overdone. He is inclined to believe, and he is right, that there is 
much more to it than appears on the surface and he is suspicious 
of political influence. He can hardly believe otherwise when he 
»ee. how great an interest politicians take in prison affairs. Yet 
the Legislature is reluctant to spend money on prisons and other 
correctional institutions. 

There is a real need today for an up-to-date prison, where 
bad actors and men with long criminal records can be kept under 
strong discipline. Such a prison should be erected on some iso- 
lated island off the coast. This would help to solve the present 
difficulties at the State prison. There should be no paroles or 
pardons from this new prison. It is the tough convict, like gang- 
sters and holdup men who cause most of the trouble. They should 
not be allowed to mingle with other prisoners who are worthy 
or consideration.

^fillcr l-'raiik Clark, executed slayer 
i of Miss Ethel Zuckerman, was a vic- 
tim of a liopclcssly incurable brain 
disease and he had been feeble minded 
for years before the rainy night when 
he slew the srirl in a South End hake- 
shop, Dr. L. Vernon Briggs, noted 
psychiatrist who examined Clark un- 
der the terms of the Briggs Law, de- 
clared vcstcrdav. 



QUOTES THE GOVERNOR 

Speaking at the 20th Century Cluh, 
Dr. Briggs asserted he had made 
known his findings to Governor Cur- 
ley when efforts were being made" to 
.save Clark from the electric chair, 
and he quoted the Governor as saying: 

"Well, he would be better Qff out of 
the world than in It, then." 

I^ast night Governor Ciirley said he 
recalled a conversation in regard to 
Clark. He pointed out that two other 
noted psychiatri.^ts had n\^o examined 
Clark and had found him legally sane. 
He said also thai Clark's counsel had 
not raised the sanity issue until after 
a jury had returned a first degree mur- 
der verdict against the defendant and 
he stood face to face with the electric 
chair. 

Dr. Rrlggs said that Clark told him 
that he confessed to the crime when 
he was s\irrounded on all sides by po- 
licemen, threatening hint, and that at 
the time he told them tic would sign 
anylhiuK they wrote. He pointed out 
that Clark later retracted the con- 
fe.'J^ion. 

Says It Seemed "Too Bad" 

"For some reason they wanted to lake 
that man's life." Dr. Briggs said during 
his address. "A man as simple as he 
was, it seemed too bad to electrocute j 
him." ' 

Dr. Briggs spoke ye.sterd.iy in con- 
nection with a meeting sponsored joint- 
ly by the Twentietb Century .\ssocia- 
tion and the Massachusetts Council for 
the Abolition of the Death rcnalty. 

I'pon the discovery of new evidence 
the case could have been reopened at 
any time without arousing a public fu- 
rore had he been sentenced to life Im- 
prisonment rather than death in th« 
electric chair." the Council said. 

Dr. Briggs suggested that death pen- 
altie." would be much less frennent it 
a law were passed, requiring that a 
member of the .jury whi'h makes a 
death penally should aUo have the iob 
Of electrocuting the convicted person.

Has Been Too Warm to Snow 

In addition to the 150 trucks, bein^ 
used for other purposes, but which can 
be pressed into snow removal work, the 
city also has 1S3 plows on hired trucks 
Ave snow loaders and six tractors. 

If another heavy storm comes before 
the new equliunent is delivered, the city 
will have to reinforce Its present snow- 
liRhling eciuipment with many more 
hired trucks, snow loaders and trac- 
tors. Part of the new trucks, however 
are expected within the next week or 
10 days. 

• In explaining yesterday why there 
has been so little snow In Boston and 
vicinity, G. Harold .Voyes, government 
meteorologist, upset the old saying 
that "It's loo cold to snow." 

'■It's never too cold to snow," Mr 
Noyes said, "but It Is a fact that It is I 
often too warm to snow. This Is one 
of the reasons why we have had eo 
little snow locally. In both November 
and December there was a great deal 
of sunshine. The air was dry during 
both month.s and there was little pre- 
Icipilallon. The last big rain we had 
would have been snow with a little 
drop In temperature."

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CURLEY ASSAILS / 
REV D.N. BEACH FOR 
SERMON CRITICISM 

Likening of Governor to 
Herod Arouses His Ire — 
He Charges 'Politics and 
Falsehoods' 

Finm Our Special Rcpoi-tcr. 

Boston, Jan. :;o-,Gov Jamos M. Hur- 
ley today assailed Rev Davirt Nelson 
Beaeh of the J'^lrst ronsresatinnal 
church at Spi-insfteld, who yesterday, 
by likonins (iov Curley to Idei-od, in 
j his conduct ot the state department 
I of education, aroused the s?>vcrnor'3 
Ire. 

Dr Beach's utterances were particu- 
larly unacceptable to the "first gen- 
tleman of the eommonwealth," be- 
cause in Gov Cinley's words, they 
"desecrated" the Sabbath and the 
"building dedicated to the service of 
God." 

If that were not enough, the jrov- 
ernor. in a statement this afternoon 
.said that Dr Beach re-sorted to "poli- 
tics and falsehood.s" in his sermon. The 
snvernor Avas also aroused becau.se 
Dr Beach said he. in so far a.s Good- 
win and Bacon were concerned, 
was a miniirity Rovernor, hecau.sc, 
Curley's majority over Bacon was less 
than Goodwin's total vote. The of- 
ficial records show that Curley's to- 
tal vote in 10.11 election was 746,77fi; 
that Bacon polled (i:T, 11,1, and Good- 
win. !)'l.t41. The coniliincd vote of 
Bacon and Goodwin was 721, jj4. oi- 
25,212 less than what Curley received. 
Pour other candidates polled an aK- 
prefjate with the scattciinp votes of 
25.24X. but these were apiiaiently not 
included in Dr Beach's flRurins: to 
arrive at the conclusion ho did re- 
garding: Curley's vote. 

Curley's .Stntement 
Here is what the ;;()\einor said rela- 
tive to Dr Beach's denunciation of his

Shle to secure admission, due to the 
policy of neglect ot a sworn dtity and 
ohliiration that the state should dis- 
charge to this unfortunate element of 
sorietv. I recently requested the 
eommisaioner of mental diseases to i 
Bubniit to me a progrraja covering ^i^e 1 
work of the department and antici- 
pating requirements for the next dec- 
ade, in the absence ot the commi.s- 
sioner such a report was received 
through the courtesy of the deput.\ 
commissioner and the contents of the 
document apparently were so damag- 
ing to the political party that has so 
long been in control of the affairs ot 
the state that not one newspaper pub- 
lished the report.

The institutions fiu- mental ca.ses have 
a bed capacity ot 21.000 and 25.000 
persons are crowded into those insti- 
tutions, or 17 per cent in excess of 
capacit.v. to properly house in the 
ca.se ot adults and 30 per cent in the 
case of defective children. 

Arromuilatlons Lacking 
■ The Kernald schc.ol has been unable 
.to accept niifr- new cases of mental 
defectives during the p.ost four vears 
and It IS estimated by those in 
authority in that institution that it 
will be impossible to provide accomo- 
dations for additional children for a 
further period of four years unless 
additional buildin.gs are constructed 
Many ot these facts were submitted 
o the Legislature in 1935 when a 
iniilding proRiam was recommended 
which was defeated by the Repub- 
ican majority in the Legislature. In 
the institutions for the treatment ot 
adult mental cases under present 
conditions proper segregation of cases 
IS impossible with the result that 
persons mildly insane and persons 
violently in.sane and thase with hor- I 
nble deformities may be found quar- 
tered in the same building, and not' 
infrequently in the same room l' 
visited the insiitution at West Rox- 
bury recently and found the beds so 
close together as to make it an 
mipossibility for the inmate to get 
in or out of the bed except by 
crawling oyer the end of the bed. 
\\ hen you consider that manv per- 
sons are confined to in.sane institu- 
tions that are mentally sound or 
that represent extremely mild ca.ses 
wheie a cure may lie affected you 
can realize the imposslbilily of af- 
fecting cures and the certainty ot 
making mild cases violent cases. 

"I am submitting the case of the 
unfortunate wards of the state to 
this splendid organization as I am 
firmly convinced that onlv through 
an aroused public opinion" will it be 
po.ssible to correct an evil that to- 
day Is a blot upon the fair name 
ot the state m which we live. An- 
other phase ot neglect to which I 
would direct your attention is the 
lack ot adequate protection from 
■Mnflagration at the institutions. My 
e*amination has disclosed the fact 
that more sprinkler .systems and 
fire alarm system* have been In- 
stalled in the older buildings during 
the year ISS,"! than In anv decade, 
preceding 1935. Notwithstanding the 
instalatlons that have been made ' 
and that are now in progress it will! 
still require the expenditure ot Jl.-I 
000.000 to provide proi.ier protection.' 
"I beg Vo" •will in fancy journey 
with me to one of these institutions 
where mental defectives are con- 
fiiiiHl. Me enlsr a stucco type of 
liuildin,"? which is largely of inflam- 
mable constructhin, siniply with a

"Second, our teachers are being 
made the victims of social dragoon- 
ing In the name of patriotism.

Shall we 
come to a time when ordinary citi- 
zens will greet each other on the 
street with a 'Curley la competent' sa- 
lute? I am not Impugning the iudc- 



ment of the German people if they' 
like such rites; I am only saying that 
they are not American. 

"Or take the two professors at Tufte 
who have had scruples concerning the 
teacher's oath: One a World war vet- 
eran, old in years, honor and dignity. 
Shall we question that a lifetime spent 
In teaching has not confirmed his 
loyalty during war time? The other 
Is reported to be a Quaker. If so, he 
baa 300 years of honorable dissent be- 
hind him, a dissent recognized and 
?uaranteed by our federal constitu- 
tion which provides tor the free ex- 
jrcise of a religion. 

"It i.s not, however, so much a ques- 
tion whether such laws obey the con- 
rtitution they profess to protect. It 
a a question whether they do not de- 
?rade one of the noblest professions 
n the nation. Speaking by and large, 
; know no group of citizens of higher 
■allber, finer character, or more dig- 
lity and devotion than the teaching 
irofession. 

"Their loyalty Is Tmpugncd. The 
splendid traditions of their lofty pro- 
'esslons are debauched. Every teach- 
er la bv his career bound by a .su- 
preme loyalty to truth. Such oaths 
win make it possible to degrade him 
to a mere propagandist. Mo.st teach- 
ers are religious, and all true disciples 
of religion recognize a supreme loyalty 
to God. Are the.se oaths preparing 
the way for a pagan doctrine that we 
all owe a complete and final loyalty 
only to the state? 

"Third, our system of education Is 
being made the victim of false econ- 
omy. All of us recognize the diffi- 
culty f.ace.d by memtiers of our city 
, government. The budgets must be 
cut. Within two or three years they 
' must bo balanced completely. But the 
decisions now In the making here In 
Springfield seem to many of us to be 
forgetting our time-honored concern 
for children above all other commun- 
ity groups. 

".Mready parents can cite Instance 
after instance of the way economie.i 
hitherto are rolibing not only teach- 
ers, but pupils. I came to thUs city in 
1932. Would any citizen then have 
seriously considered our eliminating 
k ndergartens, or lowering our atand- 
iirds to the minimum set by state reg- 
ulations? 

"A city of only average educational 
requirements must abdicate its proud 
title of a 'city of homes.' Our children 
will have only one childhood, only one 
education. Shall we cheat them of 
their birthright?" 
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Radio officials should try to give 
everyone a fair break. When Her- 
bert Hoover .spoke two minutes over- 
time he wa.s cut off the air, yet In- 
stances are known when Pre.sident 
Roosevelt and Oov. Curley have 
been allowed to run more than two 
minutes over their allotted time.

In Ihe Race Early 
Lieut, Governor .Joseph L, Hur- 
ley almost immediately became a 
candidate for the Goveinor nomina- 
tion after the Curley Senatorial an- 
nouncement, hut the Stale Treas- 
urer delayed action. 

Presumably this was to await 
further clarification of the Gov- 
ernor's position. Whether there has 
been further clarification or not, 
the State Treasurer stepped in to- 
night boldly and definitely. 
' His announcement came a few 
hours after he had emphatically 
turned aside a suggestion made by 
Govern or Curl ey at a press confei- 
ence yesterday that it "w(aild be 
fine if Charlie Hurley were to re- 
ceive the appointment a.s Under 
Secretaiy of the li'nited States 
Treasury."

! In his announceiQent Hurley isald: 

"I am a candidate for ihe office of 
Governor of Ma,ssachusetts. Two 
months ago H!<; Excellency, Gov 
Curley, announced that he intended 

to be a candidate for the oflice of 

United States senator. 

"When I complete six years in the 
office of treasurer and receiver-gen- 
eral of the commonwealth of Ma.ssa- 
chusetts, I will be prohibited by con- 
stitutional limitation from* further 
service in this office. I am the only 
elective state officer who cannot 
neck re-election to the office I now 
hold. 

"I am, therefore, confronted with 
a definite situation. Either I must 
retire from active political life or I 
must aspire to another state office. 

"On looking back over my own 
record as impartially as i.-; humanly 
possible, I honestly think that I 
have given faithful service to the 
Ifeople of the commonwealth. Con- 
■equently, 1 am convinced that I can 
appeal to the electorate of Massa- 
chusetts for the Democratic nom- 
ination and for ultimate election 
with every prospect of success. 

TO GO TO PRIMARIES 



"Personally, I have never been In 
favor of the party convention sys- 
tem. I appeared before the legis-

I FOR GOVERNOR 

I State Treasurer An- 
nounces He Will Seek the 
Democratic Nomination 

Charles F. Hurley, state treasurer, 
last night announced he would seek 
the Democratic nomination for 
Governor at his party's pre-primary 
convention in Springfield in June. 

The 42-year-old stale officer, after 
pointing out lie was prevented by 
the con.5titution from seeking re- 
election, said his decision was in- 
spired by the recent announcement 
of Go\'. Curlcy that he would not be 
a candidate to succeed himself, but 
would ask the convention to nom- 
inate him for United States senator 
"SPIKES" RUiWORS 

Two years ago Hurley's name was 
proposed for the gubernatorial en- 
dorsement of his parly's convention. 
Ho received more than 100 \otes be- 
lore he withdrew and released his 
delegates. 

It was revealed last niglit the 
reason he made his announcement 
at this time was to spike rumors 
that he would go to Washington to 
succeed T. Jefferson Coolidge. Bos- 
ton banker, who resigned Friday as 
undersecretary of the treasury. 

In his announcement Hurley said: 

"I am a candidate for the office of 
Governor of Massachusetts. Two 
months ago His Excellency, Gov. 
Curlcy , announced that he inte'nded 
to be a candidate for the office of 
United States senator. 

"When I complete six years in the 
office of treasurer and receiver-gen- 
eral of the commonwealth of Ma5>sa- 
chiisetts, I will be prohibited by con- 
stitutional limitation from ftirther 
service in this office. I am the only 
elective state officer who cannot 
seek re-election to the office I now 
hold. 

"I am, therefore, confronted with 
a definite situation. Either I must 
retire from active political life or I 
must aspire to another state office. 

"On looking bark over my own 
record as impartially as is humanly 
possible. I honestly think that I 
have given faitliful service to the 
people of the commonwealth. Con- 
sequently. I am convinced that I can 
appeal to the electorate of Massa- 
chusetts for the Democratic nom-

Hurley's first essay In state pol- 
itics was in 1930 when he opposed 
Fred J. Burrcii of Medford, Repub- 
lican, for the trea.surership. He de- 
feated Burrell by 193.000 votes. 

In 1932 he was successful for the 
same office against Francis Prescott 
of Grafton by 89,000 plurality, while 
in 1934 he received the largest num- 
ber of any of the candidates for 
state office when, witli 771.000. he 
defeated Oscar U. Dlonne of New 
Bedford by 178,000 votes. 
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GOVERNOR HITS 
AT CLERGYMAN 



A counter Jittack on the Rev. 
David Nelson Beach, pastor of the 
First Congregational Church of 
Springfield, was delivered by Gov. 
Curley today in a statement in 
which the Governor charged the 
minister with "Injecting both poli- 
tics and falsehoods into a sermon." 
REFERS TO "ROYAL PURPLE" 

The Governor referred to the 
clergyman as one who must hold to 
the divine rights theory of govern- 
ment as represented by the "royal 
purple autocracy" still seeking to 
rule the majority and exclude the 
newer races from their constitution- 
al rights." 

Yesterday the Rev. Dr. Beach 
assailed the Governor as a "modern 
Herod" who is practising political 
jobbery especially in connection with 
the state department of education. 
He inquired if the Governor is 
afraid to stand for re-election and 
instead seeks the "elba of the 
Senate. 

The Governor's statement today 
follows: 

"My attention has been directed 

i to the attack made upon me oy me 
I Rev. David Nelson Beach of the 
I First Congregational Church of 
! Springfield. 

"It Is unfortunate for the sacred 
cause of religion that a preacher, 
particular on the Lord's day, the 
sacred .sabbath, should be so bar- 
ren of the true meaning of the sab- 
bath and so sterile in his knowledge 
of the scripture as to find it neces- 
sary to inject both politics and false- 
lioods into a sermon delivered 
within the walls of a building dedi- 
cated to the service of God. 

: NOT MINORITY GOVERNOR 

"That the record may be correct, I 
beg to infor mthe reverend gentle- 
man that I a mnot a minority Gov- 
ernor so far as the combined vote of 
Mr. Bacon and Mr. Godowln is con- 
cerned, since I received more votes 
than the two combined. 

"The reverend gentleman should 
be pardoned and I freely extend to j 
him my profound sympathy for the 
distress that has come to him 
through the adoption of the 
teachers' oath bill and the elevation 
of Mr. Reardon to the position of 
commissioner of education. It Is 
clearly evident that the reverend 
gentleman is a disciple of the old 
school namely, 'the divine right 
theory,' and still harbors the belief 
that certain individuals are born 
to rule and lord It over others who 
should always obey and . who never 
are entitled to respecl unless they 
are servile in their attitude towards 
those who mhe considers their 
superiors — and serf-minded in 
every matter. 

"Neither the President of the 
United States nor any public official 
in the nation or the states or in the 
sub-division of the states Is exempt 
from the taking of an oath of fealty 



to thS" Constitution of the U""'?" 
States and yet the divine right 
theory group still harbors the de- 
lusion that because of a superiority 
of mind which is notpossessed by 
their fellow-men they should be 
exempt. Apparently the freemg of 
the slaves marked only the freedom 
of tlie body so far as the particular 
group the reverend gentleman rep- 
resents is concerned, and the serf- 
minded should still be In evidence.

Take Oath Jan. 20, '37 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (API — 
A year from today— on Wednes- 
day, Jan. 20, 193:— the next Presi- 
dent of the United SUtea will take 
his oath of office at noon to bejln 
the 38th presidential term. 

Georre Wa»hln»ton, first Presi- 
dent, was sworn in on April 30, 
1789. The first term lacked 59 days 
of the constitutional four years. 

President Roosevelt's term, 
which will end Jan. 20 next year, 
will lack 43 days of the full four 
years. This Is because the 20th 
' amendment to the constitution, 
which went Into effect Oct. 15, 
1933, changes the inaugural date 
from March 4, In ttltct from 
Washington's second term, to 
Jan. 20.
